& Natural Gas Commission (Conduct, Discipline and Appeal) 
Regulations, 1976, namely : — 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Oil & Natural 

Gas Commission (Conduct, Discipline and Appeal) 
(Amendment) Regulations, 1979. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Oil and Nature.' Gas Commission (Conduct, 
Discipline and Appeal) Regulations, 1976 for regulations 22 
and 28, the following shall be substituted until further notice, 
namely : — 

''Regulation 22 — Movable, Immovable and Valuable 
Property 

(1) No employee of the Commission shall, except with 
the previous knowledge of the competent authority 
acquire or dispose of any immovable property by 
lease, morljjagc, purchase, sale, gift or otherwise, 
either in his own name or in the name of any 
member of his family. 

(2) No employee of the Commission shall, except with 
the previous sanction of the competent authority, 
enter into any transaction concerning any immov- 
able or movable property with a person or a firm 
having official dealings with the employee or his 
subordinate. 

(3) Every employee of the Commission shall report to 
the compc'cnt authority every transaction concern- 
ing movable property owned or held by him in his 
own name or in the name of a member of his 
family, if the value of such property exceeds 
Rs. 2.500/-, 

(4) Every employee shall, on first appointment in the 
Commission, submit a return of assets and liabilities 
in such form as the competent authority may specify 
in this behalf giving the particulars regarding 

(a) the immovable property inherited by him or 
owned or acquired by him, or held by him on lease 
or mortgage, either in his own name or in the 


name of any member of bis family or in the name 
of any other person; 

, b 1 Shares, debentures, and cash including bank de- 
posits inherited by him or similarly owned, acquired, 
or held by him; 

(c) other movable ‘property inherited by him or similar- 
ly owned, acquired or held by him if the value of 
such property exceeds Rs. 2,500/-; 

(d) debts and other liabilities incurred by him directly 
or indirectly; 

(e) every employee shall, beginning from 1979 submit 
a return of immovable property inherited /owned/ 
acquired once in every two yean. 

(5) The competent authority may, at any time, by 
general or special order require an employee to sub- 
mit, within a period specified in the order a full 
and complete statement of such movable or im- 
movable property held or acquired by him or on 
his behalf or by any member of his family as may 
be specified in the order. Such statement shall, if 
so required by the competent authority, include 
details of the means by which or the source from 
which such property was acquired". 

"Regulation 28 — Consumption of intoxicating drinks and 
drugs 

An employee of the Commission shall (a) strictly 
abide by any law relating to intoxicating drinks or 
drags in force in any area in which he may happen 
to be for the time being; 

(b) not be under the influence of any intoxicating 
drink or drag during the course of his duty 
and shall also take due care that the perfor- 
mance of his duties at any time is not affected 
in any way by the influence of such drink or 
drug; 

(c) refrain from consuming any intoxicating drink 
or drug in a public place; 

(d) not appear in a public place in a slate of into- 
xication; 

(e) not use any intoxicating drink or drug to 
excess. 

Explanation : — For the purpose of this regulation ‘Public 
place’ means any place or premises (including clubs, even 
exclusively meant for members where it is permissible for 
the members to invite non-members as guest, bars and 
icstaurants, conveyance) to which the public have or are per- 
mitted to have access, whether on payment or otherwise.”

Advisory Committee ( Appeals ) 

The Advisory Committee (Appeals) constituted by the 
f ouncil had 12 sittings during the year under report. This 
Committee heard 42 out of 79 appellants who appeared in 
person before the Committee to plead thglr cases for 
registration as architects under section 25(h) of the Archi- 
tects 'Act, 1972. The Committee hlad its sittings at New 
Delhi, Bombay and Bangalore and report of the Committee 
is being submitted to the Council for consideration. 

Admission Committee 

The Admission Committee appointed to assist the Regis- 
trar scrutinized 150 applications seeking registration of archi- 
tects Linder section 25(b) by circulation. They, however, 
could not meet during the period under report but the Com- 
mittee's work was done by circulation of papers. 

Registration 

The Council received 647 applications tor registration 
during the year under report — 604 applications under section 
25(a) and 43 under seclion 25(h) of the Architects Act. 
1972. Out of 604 applications received, 554 have been 
registered under section 25(a) and Original Certificates ot 
Registration have been issued to them. The remaining 50 
applications arc in various stages of scrutiny for which the 
applicants have been requested to foi'Wuld documentary evi- 
dence in support of their claims for registration. Out of 43 
applications received under section 25(h), 26 applications were 
rejected as they were not found eligible for registration and 
5 applications have been registered. The remaining 12 
applications are in various stages of scrutiny. 12 applicants 
out of 26 [ejected have appealed to the Council of Architec- 
ture against the decision- ot the Registrar for reconsideration 
of their applications. The number of architects registered 


The Council regrets to note Ihul the a mutual of the Cent- 
ral Government for the documents on Architects (Professional 
Conduct). Regulations, 1978 and Archilccts /Conditions ol 
Engagement and Scale of Charges) Regulations, 1978 and 
Regulations of the Council is still awaited. Pending appro- 
val to these documents, the Council is not in a position to 
take any disciplinary action against the erring architects for 
professional misconduct although a number of complaints 
have been received by the Cobncil, 

Finances 

The audited statement of accounts of Ihe Council for the 
ear ending 31st March, 1979 is appended to the report. The 
hancial position of the Council is not very encouraging in 
relation to the magnitude of work which the Council is ex- 
pected to do. The Council regrets to note that inspite of 
the efforts made including personal meetings of the President 
wUh the Honourable Minister of Education and Secretary, 
Ministry of Education and other senior officials, the Central 
Government did dot sanction the grant-in-aid during the year 
Under report. The Council coukf not also repay the interest 
free deposit loan instalments during the year under report. 
The work of the Committees lias also suffered because ol 
paucity of funds. The Council noted with regret that while 
most of the Stale Governments have agreed to meet the ex- 
penses on travelling of their nominees for attending the meet- 
ings of ihe Council/Committees, the authorities >f the All 
India Council for Technical Education arc mill lo agree to 
hear the TA and DA of their nominees for attending the 
meetings oT the Council /Committees. Similar appeal to the 
professional bodies and educational institutes to bear Ihe TA 
& DA of their representatives have not to date been fruitful.
